result that the net earnings for the 
term were even less satisfactory 
than for the previous term. The 
net profit amounted to Y¥2,545,400, 
viz., ¥245,000 Iéss than for the pre=} 
vious term. With the exception of 
the European and near seas ser- 
vices, the fraight eamings were 
on the whole decidedly unsatisfac-' 
tory. Although the amount of car-! 
0 handled showed sonie increase, 
that of the freight earned thereon! 
was | slightly less, owing to 
the continued demoralisation of . 
market Yates, <As regurds 
the . passenger business, — the 
President said that both the num- 
ber of passengers carried and the 
earnings thereon unfortunately 
‘did not reach the good record 
obtained in the previous term, but 
showed decrease of 23 per cent, in 
che number and 12 per cent. in the 
earnings, i 

Adding to the net profit afore- 
mentioned a portion from the 
Oividend Equalisation Fund, the 
President would proppse to declare 
a dividend of I§ per cent. per 
annum, as for the previous term.

THE GERMANS AND THE” 
“ VINDICTIVE” : : 


The “ Vindictive".was a second- 
class crtiser of the “protected” 
typo, built in HM. Dockyard, 
Chatham, and completed towards 
the close of the year 1898. Sho 
was 320 ft. long between perpendi- 
culars, had a‘beam of 57 ft. and a 
depth amidships of 36 ft. The 
designed draught was 20 ft. fore 
ward and 22 ft. aft, giving a dis- 
placement of 5,750 tons. 

It will be recalled that after 
taking a very conspicuous part in 
the raid on Zeebnigge on St. 
George's Day of 1918, the vessel 
returned to Dover, and ‘although

year. The scuttling was affected 
by means of large explosive 
charges placed in the double bot- 


stoms of the ship under the main 


divisional . bulkheads. — These 
charges were placed in alf three 
boiler rooms, both engine ropms, 
and in the magazines forward and 
aft of these compartments, and 
were arranged to be fired simult- 


| ancously from a convenient upper 


deck position. _- 

From the staté of the wreck at 
the time of the German evacuation 
it would appear that the Germans 
had no intention of salving the 
vessel, for they had stripped her of 
all accessible brass and copper. 
Every deck plate on the main deck, 
all side scuttles, gun ports, bear-. 
ings, brasses, clips for water 
tight doors, clectric cable and 
fittings, &c., had been taken 
away. This in itself greatly 
impeded the sal 
port holes al! had tobe blanked off 
and all the holes left in the decks 
by the removal of the deck plates 
had tobe dealt with. The Germans 
had also stripped the vessel of all 
superstructure , above the upper 
deck, that is funnels, bridges, deck- 
houses, &c., and the bulwarks wei 
in course of removal when the allies
